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A CASE of widosperead non-compliance 
has been uncovered by Rep. Dante Fascell 
up in Washington, which may not be sur- 
prising as there is lots of that going 
around.

Five different government painting 
contracts 'involving $750,000 have, been 
found deficient in their execution.
